A Holiday Spin. 


In the Air. 


Petitions are now being prepared for 
circulation throughout the county to 
compel the Supervisors to call a special 
election to settle the question of the 
division of Alameda County and to 
form the city and county of Oakland. 
The question was renewed by a paper 
read at the exposition last week by F. 
R. Porter of Echoes, and many of the j 
statements made appealed so strongly 
to the large taxpayers of the county 
that they at once took hold of the 
matter in earnest. 
They are meeting 
with warm support from the many tax­ 
payers who live in Sari Francisco, and 
who have to make settlements twice a" 
year with both the city and county on 
this side of the bay. 


The purpose of the present petition 
is to have the county seat removed 
from Oakland to Niles or Haywards. 
This done the matter of the consolida­ 
tion of the city and county of Oakland 
will be pressed so as to have it in shape 
to present to the electors next Novem­ 
ber. 


It is proposed that the new city and 
county of Oakland will be composed of 
Oakland and Berkeley townships and^J 
the d.strict between the Fruitvale bound­ 
ary line and San Leandro Creek. 
This 
will leave out Alameda and, as the pre­ 
sent law forbids one county seat from 
being nearer than eight miles to another 
the Encinal City would then be unable 
to have the county seat. 
This of course 
would cause a solid vote from Alameda 
against both propositions. 
The recent 
activity shown by the heaviest taxpayers 
in the expenditure of taxes has con­ 
vinced them that about one third of all 
public money is spent for maintaining 
politicians whose services could be dis­ 
pensed with to the great benefit of the 
community at large. 


The present Board of Supervisors is 
composed of five men, and one of them 
Supervisor Bailey of Livermore, repre­ 
sents nearly all of the county outside 
the proposed city and county of Oak­ 
land. 
This has always been a source 
of much discontent to residents of the 
interior of the county who have to 
go to Oakland to transact business. 


The great secret underlying the pres­ 
ent movement is to place Oakland 
above Los Angeles in point of popula­ 
tion and territory, and to use this as a 
means of trying-to prevent Los Angeles 
holding her position as the second city 
in the State. 
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Under the new scheme the popula­ 
tion of the city and county would be 
about 80,000 and 
there 
would be 
ample territory 
to support 
150,000 
more. 


It has been figured by statisticians 
that Oakland can be run on one-half 
the taxes that are now being paid and 
that only by this method will any pub­ 
lic work be undertaken. 


Oakland's municipal government is 
at present carried on in a barnlike 
structure'that was partly destroyed by 
fire nearly twenty years ago, and the j 
first move after the consolidation would 
be to erect a large municipal building 
that would supply the needs of the city 
and county for many years.]

It is time, we say, that 
something 
should be done for the quick calling 


of justice and a speedy action of the 
latter for the protection of lives particu­ 
larly and property generally. 


In our criminal courts there is al 
together too much delay in the trials 


for crimes committed. 
T w o of the 
primary causes for this are the judges 


who have the hearing of cases and the 
lawyers who act as counsel. 
With the 
first, and he may act according to the 
code and ethics grants extension of 
time, which counsel for ihe accus d 
may ask for until the main 
testimony 
has been got out of the way; With the 
lattei as can be easily seen, the lawyer 
fights for the clearance of his client, be 
he guilty or not, for the purpose as 
stated. 
These 
long delays prostrate 
the ends of justice which is certainly 


very bad in one way, and makes not 
only the criminal on trial bolder but 


gives other like beings confidence 
thai 
they will never be convicted should 
they be caught in the commission. 


We have daily instances of the law's 
delays which appear equally as criminal 
as the violent acts for which the prisoner 
has been arrested. 
In England France 
Germany or every other country where 


civilization is extant we find an entirely 
or nearly so, opposite state of affairs. 
There is no trifling with the country 
either by criminals or their advisers. 


A man has to meet his case immediately 
and 
summary 
justice follows. 
A n 
appeal from it does not follow on the 
heels of sentence. 


Why should it be so in the United 
States? 
We need as much 
protection 
from crime here as any people in the 
world, and there is not one good reason 


why it should not be granted. 


In addition to the leniency, if suih 
a mild name should be given it, on the 
part of the courts there is another ex­ 
isting which, instead of being as at 
present, should be hedged about 
with 
a bond that it would be next to im 
possible to burst. 
Reference is had 
to the pardoning 
power which is S J 
often exercised to the detriment of the 
public. 


Anyway let some means be devised 


by which the committing of crimes can 
be reduced to the smallest extent. T h e 
quicker this is done the fear of violent 
deaths and destruction of property will 
be done away with.
